Applicant's response filed July 1 0'^ 2006 has been entered and made of 
record. Applicant has amended claims 1 and 2. Claims 1-3 are pending. 

2. Applicant's remarks in view of the amended claims have been fully 
considered and found persuasive. Claims 1-3 are accordingly in condition for 
allowance. Reasons for allowance are given below.

Applicant's arguments provide detailed explanation of the distinguishing 
limitations now presented in claims 1-3. In summary the combination of Green and 
Sitzo does not teach or fairly suggest the limitation of thresholding each spectral 
channel independently (claim 1) or each set of composite pixel values independently 
(claim 2) or each cell event in each spectral channel independently (claim 3). No other 
found prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests this limitation. Claims 1-3 are 
accordingly allowed.
